Former  students  of  the  School  of  Dance  have  gone  on  to  perform  with  such  promi- 
nent companies  as  Alvin  Ailey,  the  Joffrey  Ballet,  Philadanco,  Jose  Limon  Dance 
Company,  Bejart,  and  Momix.  They  have  also  appeared  in  Broadway  productions  of 
Fosse,  Fame,  42nd  Street  and  Movin'On.  Alumni  have  become  dance  teachers  in 
high  schools,  colleges,  and  private  dance  studios.  Graduates  have  found  numerous 
choreographic  opportunities  in  companies  throughout  the  world  and  several  have 
established  their  own  companies. 

The  School  of  Dance  is  one  of  the  largest  dance  programs  in  the  United  States. 
This  March,  more  than  1200  dancers  from  Australia,  Bermuda,  Japan,  Hawaii  and 
across  the  United  States  will  come  to  the  UArts  School  of  Dance  for  the  7th 
National/International  High  School  Dance  Festival.  The  4  days  of  classes,  perform- 
ances and  workshops  culminate  in  gala  performances  in  the  Merriam  Theater,  show- 
casing the  best  of  high  school  dance.

Program  Notes 


THE  CRITIC'S  AWARD 

The  Choreographer:  Modern  dance  faculty  member  Brian  Sanders  founded  Archetype  Dance  Company 
while  he  was  a  senior  at  The  University  of  the  Arts  in  1992.  In  1994,  the  company  changed  its  name  to 
JUNK  and  began  receiving  recognition  and  awards.  Mr.  Sanders  also  began  a  long  relationship  with 
MOMIX,  touring  and  choreographing  for  the  company.  Brian's  choreography  for  the  Prince  Music 
Theater's  presentation  of  'The  Hidden  Sky'  (2000)  and  the  Wilma  Theaters  presentation  of  'Big  Love' 
(2003)  was  awarded  "Best  Choreography"  by  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer  and  a  nomination  for  the  2003 
Barrymore  Awards.  His  full-length  work  'The  Gate'  (2003)  was  commissioned  and  billed  as  a  "Spotlight 
Show"  by  the  Philadelphia  Fringe  Festival.  Brian  Sanders  has  been  honored  by  his  peers.  He  was  awarded 
a  "Rocky  Award"  in  2002  and  2003  and,  in  2000  received  the  PGN  Lambda  Award  for  "Outstanding  Artist 
Contribution  by  and  Individual  in  the  Arts." 

This  "Critic's  Award"  goes  to  the  little  bit  of  critic  in  all  the  artists.  How  do  artists  feel  when  they  see  oth- 
ers' art?  Does  their  critic  rule?  Is  their  critic  free  to  be  inspired?  Is  the  little  guy  at  peace?  Does  their  critic 
secretly  desire  to  do  better?  All  these  and  more  are  asked  when  not  just  the  role  of  critic  and  artist  is 
reversed  but,  the  venue  itself  is  turned  inside  out. 

LE  BAL  PERDU 

The  Choreographer:  Parisian-based  visiting  artist  Myriam  Herve-Gil  is  marking  her  third  visit  to  The 
University  of  the  Arts.  Internationally  known  as  a  choreographer  and  a  teacher  striving  to  develop  the  cre- 
ativity of  each  dancer,  her  objective  is  to  explore  and  refine  the  sense  of  movement  interpretation  in  order 
to  obtain  a  maximum  technical  precision,  gesturally  as  well  as  in  expression.  The  rapport  with  the  public, 
space  and  time  are  elements  always  present  in  her  choreography. 

Le  Bal  Perdu,  created  for  the  UArts  School  of  Dance  students,  is  a  memory  of  a  period  of  time  that  will 
never  return.  It  is  witty,  poignant  and  stylistically  confident,  without  being  locked  into  one  approach  or 
one  vision  of  the  idea. 

THE  GIFT 

The  Choreographer:  Roni  Koresh  is  well  known  for  his  passionate  and  powerful  choreography  which  has 
brought  a  distinct  and  unrivaled  artistic  presence  to  the  United  States.  Born  and  raised  in  Israel,  Koresh 
arrived  in  New  York  City  to  pursue  his  performing  career.  Drawn  to  choreography  and  teaching,  he  joined 
the  UArts  School  of  Dance  faculty  in  1986  and  founded  his  company  in  1991.  He  is  the  recipient  of  numer- 
ous grants  and  awards.  His  company  tours  nationally  to  great  acclaim. 

The  Gift  is  an  intense  and  explosive  tale  of  human  nature  that  exposes  our  inability  to  cherish  the  gifts  of 
beauty  and  generosity.  Throughout  history,  these  gifts  could  have  enhanced  our  lives  and  taught  us  to  be 
better  people;  instead,  we  try  to  control  and  own  them.  And  if  unable  to  do  so,  we  destroy  them.

THE  COMPARSA 

The  Choreographer:  Cuban-born  Maria  Urrutia,  while  not  working  as  an  Assistant  to  the  Director  of  the 
School  of  Dance,  is  a  second-year  EdM  student  and  a  frequent  performer  throughout  Philadelphia.  Her 
expertise  has  served  us  all  well  in  the  Latin  Music  and  Dance  project.  Maria  has  choreographed  and  per- 
formed in  numerous  events  where  the  comparsa  (a  choreographed  parade)  and  rumba  were  the  prevail- 
ing dances.  Folk  dance  in  the  historical  context,  the  rumba  is  an  intimate  expression  of  sensuality  and 
celebration. 

UNA  CONGA 

The  Choreographer:  Jazz  faculty  member  Wayne  St.  David  is  a  regular  contributor  to  the  School  of  Dance 
Merriam  concerts.  His  work  is  highly  regarded  throughout  the  area  and  is  shown  nationally  in  schools 
and  colleges.  This  dance  is  a  celebration  of  the  joy,  exuberance  and  flavor  of  Latin  music.  It  was  created 
for  the  repertory  course  for  Junior  Jazz  majors. 

MAGALENHA 

Alo  Brasil,  a  collective  project  made  up  of  eleven  Philadelphia  musicians  from  three  generations,  was 
born  out  of  a  passion  for  Brazilian  music.  The  band's  shows  draw  audiences  into  a  "tornado  of  rhythm 
and  sound"  -  an  irresistible,  full  body-and-soul  experience.  Whether  parading  down  Broad  Street,  open- 
ing for  gala  events  or  awards  ceremonies  at  Philadelphia's  top  theaters,  concert  halls,  and  historical  cen- 
ters, or  entrancing  hundreds  of  revelers  at  local  nightspots,  Alo  Brasil  delivers  tightly-arranged  renditions 
of  samba  batucada,  samba  reggae, pagode,  form,  maracatu,  ijexa,  and  other  African-influenced  music 
from  Brazil.  Many  of  these  musicians  are  also  accompanists  for  the  School  of  Dance. 

LATIN  MAGIC 

The  Choreographer:  Cuban  Pete,  "King  of  the  Mambo  Beat"  and  his  partner  Barbara  Craddock,  teach  the 
authentic  rhythms  of  Latin  music  and  traditional  dance  forms.  Cuban  Pete  is  a  legendary  dancer  known 
worldwide  since  the  1950s  for  his  talent  and  passion  for  the  mambo  genre;  his  nickname  refers  to  a  hit 
mambo  song  created  for  him  by  Desi  Arnez.  His  signature  style  made  him  an  icon  on  the  dance  floor  and 
he  is  the  recipient  of  numerous  awards  for  his  contributions  to  the  Latin  dance  community.  His  partner, 
Barbara  Craddock  has  been  a  professional  dancer  since  the  age  of  fifteen  and  brings  more  than  40  years 
of  performance  and  teaching  experience  to  the  dance  floor.  She  is  a  schooled  ballroom  dancer  who  spe- 
cializes in  Latin  dance,  but  is  also  trained  in  ballet,  tap  and  jazz.  Recent  television  documentaries  have 
featured  Cuban  Pete's  influence  on  mambo,  including  his  work  behind-the-scenes  as  choreographer  and 
consultant  for  the  Antonio  Banderas  popular  movie,  The  Mambo  Kings.  He  was  also  featured  on  a  recent 
local  TV  show,  PuertoRican  Panorama  with  UArts  School  of  Dance  major,  Daneen  Wright.  Pete  and 
Barbara's  choreography  for  the  UArts  dancers  stresses  the  rhythmically  complex  "clave,"  the  important 
beat  under  the  mambo  music  that  defines  its  character.
